Just  wanted  to  let  you  know  that  1 haven't  forgotten  about  you,  or  the  issues  you  raised  at  our  BID  Security  Meeting  on 
November  11. 

I am  working  to  organize  a meeting  of  the  property  owners  and  their  tenants  between  Goodwill  and  the  Social  Security 
Admin  - hopefully  before  Christmas.  It's  a little  tedious  to  get  to  the  store  managers  or  regional  managers,  but  I'm 
making  headway.  1 want  to  have  everyone  in  the  room  so  we  make  this  a collaborative  effort. 

Between  now  and  then  (and  I will  invite  you)  it  will  be  helpful  for  you  to  document  what  you  see  - and  what  the 
patterns  are.  For  example,  I spoke  with  the  property  owner  who  has  the  Dollar  Tree  and  Goodwill  as  tenants;  she  knows 
that  there  is  a constant  problem  with  trash  in  their  parking  lot  - but  notices  that  one  block  north,  where  the  Office 
Depot  is,  there  is  no  problem.  What  causes  the  difference  between  the  two  parking  lots?  People  dropping  off  for 
Goodwill,  or  the  encampments?  You  will  notice  things  that  the  businesses  won't  - because  you  are  there  at  night.  This 
could  be  helpful  for  all  of  us. 

When  I drove  home  along  Vine  Street  a couple  weeks  ago,  I noticed  this  at  SSA.  Sent  these  photos  to  the  property 
owner.  Clearly  there  is  a need  to  remove  that  ledge  and  reduce  the  loitering. 

I am  confident  we  can  work  together  to  make  things  safer  - and  wanted  to  keep  you  in  the  loop  on  this.  I'll  let  you  know 
when  I settle  on  a date.

Hi  Li, 

I showed  the  packet  to  the  CM  and  he  likes  the  concept.  His  questions/feedback  were: 

1)  Are  you  planning  to  beautify/improve/activate  the  entirety  of  the  frontage  of  the  post  office?  Thinking  that,  if  only  the 
corner  area  receives  attention,  the  rest  of  the  frontage  might  look  out-of-place  or  neglected?  We  could  at  a future  phase  - 
It's  probably  best  to  think  of  this  present  proposal  as  Phase  1 of  Postage  Park.  We're  trying  to  be  realistic  about  how  we 
implement  this  initiative.

SUBJECT:  Addition  of  professional  dispatcher  to  Andrews  Team 


Gentlemen,  I have  been  in  conversations  with  Andrews  International  over  the  past  couple  months  re/ 
the  prospect  of  adding  a professional  dispatch  position  to  the  security  office  at  Hollywood  & Highland. 
This  can  be  achieved  within  the  existing  security  budget,  and  would  address  two  issues  that  have 
become  more  evident  over  the  past  year  or  so:  increased  call  volume  and  need  to  optimize  officer 
safety.  The  proposal  below  also  relieves  our  two  key  management  level  staff  (Steve  Seyler  and  Joe 
Salazar)  from  admin  duties,  which  will  lead  to  greater  supervision  and  community  visibility. 

These  points  are  outlined  below.  Please  advise  if  you  feel  this  needs  to  be  brought  to  the  full  committee 
for  discussion,  or  taken  to  the  respective  boards.  Otherwise,  with  your  blessing,  we  would  proceed  to 
authorize  Andrews  to  make  this  adjustment. 

Here  is  the  background: 

1.  Current  staffing  configuration  in  the  headquarters  office  includes  two  supervisors  (Seyler  and  Salazar) 
and  one  admin  person  (Vicky).  Vicky  works  weekdays.  Steve  and  Joe  stagger  their  shifts  to  the  extent 
possible,  to  ensure  Saturdays  are  covered.  When  Steve  and  Joe  are  not  working  at  the  same  time, 
senior  members  of  the  A/I  patrol  team  function  in  this  supervisory  capacity  (e.g.,  Sundays,  certain  hours 
on  Saturday,  or  early  mornings).  Dispatch  is  handled  by  a combination  of  staff  currently  - a 
combination  of  Vicky,  Joe  Salazar  and  the  supervisor  on  duty  (esp.  on  weekends  and  early  mornings). 

2.  Here  is  the  proposal.  For  busy  weekdays,  hire  a professional  dispatcher  who  will  work  during  the 
core  times  of  call  burden:  M - F.  10  a.m.  to  6 p.m.  The  existing  team  will  fill  in  around  this  person. 

Vicky  (current  admin)  will  handle  calls  from  7 a.m.  to  10  a.m.,  and  then  move  on  to  her  administrative 
work.  After  6 p.m.,  Joe  Salazar  will  handle  calls  until  8 p.m.  On  the  weekends,  Joe  Salazar  and 
supervisor  for  the  day  will  handle  calls  on  Saturday  and  the  supervisor  on  duty  handles  calls  on  Sunday 
(10  a.m.  to  6 p.m.)  Sunday  is  the  day  where  we  experience  the  lowest  call  volume. 

3.  Call  volume  over  the  last  seven  years  has  increased  (with  a slight  decrease  last  year).  See  below. 
However,  the  role  of  the  admin  assistant  is  geared  toward  answering  calls,  helping  with  data  collection, 
keeping  weekly  and  YTD  stats,  researching  special  project  needs,  preparing  payroll  and  like.  With  the 
call  volume  increasing,  "answering  calls"  has  become  a more  consuming  function  and  there  has  been 
less  bandwith  for  her  to  handle  the  basic  admin  tasks.  Steve  and  Joe  have  found  themselves  absorbing 
these  tasks  which  is  not  the  highest  and  best  use  of  their  time.

4.  The  A/I  management  team  of  our  BID  security  operation  feels  the  hiring  of  a professionally  trained 
dispatcher  is  important  for  officer  safety.  A trained  dispatch  person  can  secure  the  information  needed 
to  ensure  that  the  location  of  a call  or  a problem  is  properly  identified,  and  can  get  the  information  out 
immediately  to  other  officers  if  there  is  a need  for  back-up. 

6.  This  is  underscored  by  a meeting  I had  with  the  BID  Patrol  two  weeks  ago.  During  this  meeting, 
several  officers  made  a strong  case  for  a professional  dispatcher.  At  issue  are  those  times  when  an 
"officer  needs  help " call  is  made,  and  they  don't  have  the  confidence  that  there  will  be  an  immediate 
response.  Because  the  dispatcher  would  not  be  distracted  by  other  duties,  there  would  be  dedicated 
attention.  A professional  dispatcher  would  also  check  in  on  the  officers'  well-being  after  an  extended 
period  of  time  with  no  communication.  There  are  also  times  when  unintelligible  or  incomplete  calls  are 
made,  and  a professional  would  know  how  to  handle  these.  As  we  have  discussed,  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  encounters  with  individuals  who  are  violent  or  aggressive,  and  this  is  a way  we  can 
demonstrate  that  officer  safety  is  highly  valued  by  us. 

7.  Having  observed  how  this  admin  role  has  changed  over  the  years,  I see  the  benefits  of  restoring  the 
bulk  of  the  administrative  work  to  the  administrative  assistant,  and  relieving  Steve  and  Joe  from  filling  in 
on  these  tasks.  They  will  also  be  freed  up  to  spend  more  time  in  the  field,  interacting  with  community 
stakeholders  and  problem-solving  on  security  concerns.  They  also  would  be  able  to  conduct  mini- 
audits after  a call  handled  by  the  BID  officers  to  ensure  quality  control.  And  finally,  the  officers  who 
have  been  asking  for  this  position,  will  feel  supported  and  more  confident  as  they  go  about  their  patrols 
in  the  two  BIDs. 

Here  is  the  budget  impact.  Each  year,  we  hold  back  a certain  amount  of  the  security  budget  for  special 
patrol  or  unanticipated  needs.  For  example,  this  is  how  we  ended  the  year  last  year  (2014):

The  cost  to  add  a dispatcher  is  $38,000  a year.  Divided  between  the  two  BIDS  the  cost  will  be  shared 
34/66  percent  ($13,000/$25,000).  This  can  be  handled  within  the  approved  budget.
